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ſages were ſent, that is, becauſe of the people. "The Pro- 
hers, were ſenc principally to call men co repentance , thus 
pea eh the 398 4 Ferem, 7.25. Since the day that your fathers 
Fame forth ant of the land of Egypt unto this day, 1 have even 
fent anto you all my ſervants the Prophets, daily riſing up early, 
and [ending them, v.26, Tet they hearkened net wnto me, nor in- 
clined their ear, but hardened their neck, they did worſe then their 
fathers... The different condition of the people therefore is a ſe- 
cond cauſe, why the old Prophets were more enlightned and in- 
fallible, then the Prophets. or Preachers, which now are ( for 
{0 are Preachers called by che Apoſtle Pas) or neceffarily are 
required tobe. In thoſe 01d times.the underſtanding ofthe peo- 
ple of Iſrael concerning. God and heavenly things was very 
ſmall, witneſſe the Apoſtles themſelves, who were converſent 
with Chrift, when Peter reproved our Saviour ſpeaking of his 
ſuffering death, telling his Maſter, that this ſhonld nor befall 
him, that he ſhould nos dye. Yea, the Lord threatens his 
people blindenefs of mind, and ſtupidity of underſtanding grea- 
ter-then formerly they had, by the mouth of 7/azah, calling ir 
 fatneſs of heart ;, for fat . is inſenfible. For which cauſe if the 
ghar etS ſhould nor have ſhewn before their eyes great and won- 
derfull matters, they would not have beleeved ; and if ſuch 
Prophets had not alſo had extraordinary knowledge, they would 
have wanteda guide, if they had not alſo been indued with in- 
by, the people wonld certainly have fallen 'into errours. 

; nthRtanding all this ſcarcely did they then beleeve the 
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edeingng them out of the landof Zgypr, had led them by a 
lar 


te and a cloud, yet being purſued by the Fgyptiansthey 


cluding they ſhould be then flain by the Feyptians, Exe. 14.12, 
Iſaiah who was fo far acquainted with the Lords mind,that he ex- 
reſly told King Hezekiah as afigne which was required by the 
| Bin, by the going back of the ſhade of theSun on the Diall of 
Ahaz ten degrees,the recovery of the king, and the lengthening 
of his life fifteen years, 2 King.20, yet complaineth the Prophet 
that what he propheſied was neither underſtood nor beleeved, 
Iſa.53.1, Who hath beleeved our report and to whom is the arm of the 
Lord revealed ? Likewiſe when Feremiah propheſigd to the Jews, 


and what he toretold of their captivity came fully to paſs, then 


falſe Prophets which propheſied of their ſudden return were more 
credited by the People, For that remnant of the Peop!e which 
was left behind by Nebuchadnezzar in Feruſalem , after thriſe 


carrying themaway into Chaldea, the firſt in the third year of 


Fehojakim, Day,1,2, the next in Fehojakims, the third in Feho- 
jachins reign, and with him, plainly did not beleeve Feremiah, 
nor Ezekiel prophelying unto them the deftruction and burning 
of their City and Temple, boaſting notwithſtanding that they 
ſhould not be, nor the City any more taken, calling Feruſalem 


the Caldron, and themſelves the fl: ſh, Ezek. 11,3, concluding 


thereby, that the City was made for them, and chey for the City, 

ſoas that they ſhould not be parted, 

Soforthe Neceſlity of the work, that the children of God 
might have a firm foundation on which their faith ſhould be built, 
the Holy Pen-men of Scripture were fully inſpired by God, ſo as

ed unto us by the Spirit of God, ſaying, Wharſoever was writ - 


eh in former time was written for our leatning, another part in 
 thofe'Sjanes which God hath ſent 'and will ſend into the world. 
AS miracles ro be confidered by us, For the words of our Savi- 


- ur fully declare, that thkr& ſhould be Signes of things which 
were.to follow in the heavens, on the earth, and in the waters, 


Luk.21,25. Andthere ſhall be Signes (faith he) in the Sun, and 1n 


the Moon, and.in the Stars, and upen the tarth; diffreſs of Nati- 


ous with perplexity, the Sea and waters roaring : v.26, Mens hearts 
failing then for fear, and looking after thoſe things which are co- 
ming 0n me earth, But to what purpoſe had the Prophecies and 
Viftons of *Daniel! and Ezekiel, and the moſt myſtical Viſion of 
the Canticles, and thoſe of the Revelation of S. Fohy, with 0-

ing Princes in all kinde of wicked Arts, which may ſerve to ad- 
vance their greatneſſe, even tothe mocking of Almighty God, 
by making a ſemblance of Religion to delude the people, is for- 
ced te confeſs, though unwillingly , and againſt himſelf, char 
Troubles and Wars are ordinarily and miraculouſly: foreſhewn to 
' ach, whomit concermeth to knowthem, Machiavilis that man 
who in his firſt book and 36. Chapter of his Diſcourſes upon Livy, 
writes in the Italian tongue what ſounds thus in Engliſh, Great 
_ Troubles which are to befall Cities and Provinces are uſually fore- 
told; and this done, either by certain Signes and Tokens, or elſe. 
by the'Prefuges of men, i Then afterward he proceedeth in -this- 
manner, As 7 ſhall willingly confeſs, the Cauſe 1 am ignoram' of, 
fothat natwithſtanding the thing is true, it cannot be denied, by ex- 
amples which may be produced both in former and later times, but 1 
muſt acknowledge, that all great Troubles which have befalles any 
City or Conntrey have been commonly foreſhewn and premonſflrated, 
either by Preſagers or ſome Revelation, or by Prodigies and. $ Tues 
in hexv?n, - Who laſtly inthe ſame place is driven. to-acknow- 
ledge, that theſe Premonitions and Forewarnings. do proceed 
from a knowing and Loving Nature, in naming and deſcribino 
of which Machiavil goes no farther then the Heathen' which 
ranghe him, calling them Spirits and Intelligences. Unleſs ha- 
ply (faith he in the ſaid Chapter ) the air be full of Spirits and In- 
relligences, which foreſeting things which are to tnſve, upd qrice 
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winy at mens adverſities do by ſuch forerunning Signes make thew 
Enown to men, that they may make timely preparation and defenſe a- 
painft them. FE. ; 
' Next, among thoſe which profeſs Chriſtianicy, whether they 
be of the Church of Rowe, or of theReformed Religion, it is a 
received opinion on both ſides, That God coth give miraculous 
"Forewarnings in theſe days. 1 ſhall nor need name morethen 
_ thoſe three great lights of the Reformed Proteſtant Profeſſion, 
Orthodox, TSS: and Learned, Calvin, Perkins, and Uſher, 
which every one acknowledge what I haye faid, touching miracu- 
Tous Admonitions, the firſt in his Comment upon Mebuchsdnez- 
Zars dream ; the ſecond, where he adviſeth ro examine when a 
manpretendeth Revelations, whether the man be honeſt which 


is therelator, and alſo not ciſtempered in his mind, the third 


In his Treatiſe De Succeſſtove Eccleſtarums, where he maketh 
mention ofthe Prodigics which happened abour the year M, after 
our Saviour, So SO : 
Bur the ancient Heathen did make ſuch an account of Prodi- 
ies, that they inſtituted certain Officers which were named for 
their number, at firſt '2@#27que viri, aitetward Decemwiri, laſt of 


all 2xindecinwiri, thatis, the Five, Ten, Fifteen Men, whoſe 


office was to perform Rites and Ceremonies, and they were ( as 
Livy ſhews) to look after thoſe Portents, by conſulting their ri- 
tual books for the finding out ſuch Rices and Expiations as mighc 
Civert the anger of their gods, which they judged thoſe Portents 
did foreſhew, If the Heathen by rhe light of naturall reaſon 
had ſo much knowledge as to judge ſuch ſtrange things muſt con-' 
rain myſteries within them pertaining to their Gods, it is a great 

folly unbeſeeming Chriſtians ſo to. be deluded with the Philoſo- 

phy of Ariffeles School, as to attributeall wonderful works whe- 

ther in heaven or on earth, eithertothe workmanſhip of Nature,

It willnot be ſufficient to return unto their reaſon the Obſerya-

bor of ſending them ſuch meſſages were wholly vain ; which in- 
deed is true, it being repugnant to the wiſedom of the Almighty 
todo any thing, much more great and extraordinary things to no. 
purpole, "_ 
-- But it isclear from Holy Scripture, that ſuch extraordinary 
" Divineadmonitions as Viſions are, were therefore ſent from God 
- unto men, on purpoſe that they might be underſtood, and that 
they might learn by them ſomewhat they knew not, or diſregard- 
ed before, Thelearethe words of Elihu Fobs beſt friend, Fob 
33.14, For God ſpeaketh once, yea twiſe, yet man perceiveth it not, 
V.15, 1n 4 arcam in 4 Viſion of the night, whey deep ſleep falleth 
upon men in [lumberings upon the bed, 

Wherefore it is to be concluded, that it is the fault of men, 
that Gods Signes and wenders are diſregarded, 

' Tothe reaſon which was objeed, the Departure of the In 
fallible Spirit from the children of men, ſo as it for that cauſe we 
cannot now be aflured of Gods ſecret Counfils, I anſwer, Al 
though we have not at this time, as of old it was, with the Pro- 
phets and Apoſtles, a full and clear light like unto theirs, there is 
yet light enough given to men, that will pray for, and ſearch af- 
ter it, for a ſufficient underſtanding of ſuch Signes and Viſions as 
the Lord ſends in theſe times, The Migiſters of the Goſpel in 
theſe ages are not indued with that light of knowledge in the 
waies of God as the Prophers and Apoſtles were, who were pro- 
miſed that they ſhould be led into all truth, asibefitting ſuch 
rules as were tg be delivered by them for all poſterity, to be per- 
te, yet is there ſufficient knowledge given unto them, to the be- 
getting of faith, and ſalvation of mens ſouls,and this aboye other 
men ; Rom. 10,14, How they ſhall they call on him in whom they 

kave not beleeved ? andhow ſhall they Gilevs in him of whom. they

= Preachers of Gods Word theretore have ſufficient knowledge for 
the work of the Miniſtry, and building up of the Church their 
appointed work, as the Prophets and Apoſtles had morelight and 
intallibility in them befitting their buſinefſe, Even fo, although 
3 the infallible Spirit remain not among the Sons of men 1n all parts 
I of Gods Word, yet is there enough to be obtained for the ſafh- 
F cient underſtanding of his Myſteries, whether written or ſent mi- 
raculouſly, thar is of his word and wonders, For if this be not 
ſo, to what purpoſe is the accounting of the Number of the Beaſt 
commended to our ſearch ( although ſheyvinto Fohn alone) pre- 
ciſely? Rev.13.18, Here is wiſedom, let himthat hath underſtand-.
